First thing any 
visitor to San 
Antonio wants to 
see — especially a 
kid who has been 
goggle-eyed over 
the exploits of 
Davy Crockett — 
is the Alamo, “the 
Shrine of Texas liberty.” He’s pre- 
pared to travel miles to see the old 
fort, and invariably is astonished to 
find it smack-dab in the middle of 
town. No chance of forgetting the 
Alamo when it stands here, bathed 
in sunlight, right outside your hotel 
window!

The Alamo was built about 1756 as 
the Mission San Antonio de Valero, 
but was transformed into a fort about 
1793. Here, in 1836, Colonel William 
Travis and 187 Texan stalwarts made 
an inspired but futile stand against 
Mexico’s Santa Anna and an army 
of 1,500. 

The Texans were massacred to a 
man, but General Sam Houston (who 
had opposed the stand as futile in the 
first place) used the cry “Remember 
the Alamo” as a rallying call to such 
good purpose that he turned the 
tables on Santa Anna less than two 
months later in the decisive battle of 
San Jacinto. 

For years the wrecked Alamo lay 
neglected. In one dreary span it even 
was used to store beer barrels. Now, 
however, it has been restored to a 
semblance of its former glory, and is 
one of America’s greatest shrines. 
John Gunther avers, in fact, that 
Texas, without consent of Congress, 
might have split itself into five ordi- 
nary-sized states long ago — except 
that nobody could decide which of 
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the new Texas states would get the 
Alamo! 


When I met Maury Maverick, Jr. 
and Ed Ray, of the “San Antonio 
Express,” in the Menger Hotel 
lobby, I was a bit reluctant to refer to 
current tall tales about Texas, but I 
was soon reminded of the fact that 
nobody enjoys these stories more 
than Texans themselves. There was 
one, for instance, about San Anto- 
nians being so big and strong they 
pitch horseshoes with the horses still 
in them. And another about the zil- 
lionaire whose check came back from 
the bank stamped “Insufficient 
funds.” He was relieved, however, to 
find the further notation, “Ours — 
not yours.” 


Down along the Rio Grande, re- 
ports Lon Tinkle, of “The Dallas 
News,” the Texan girls mature early 
— and, of course, they’re all long- 
stemmed and ravishing. A rancher 
in those parts married one such 
beauty on her fifteenth birthday, but 
then admitted to his maw that he had 
a problem to face. “What do I do 
now?” he pondered gloomily. “Take 
her on a honeymoon, or send her to 
camp?”

The master of movie and TV suspense 
turns his hand to psychological warfare. 
Here are his proposals — some 

serious, some not so serious — for 


needling the Soviet’s biggest wheels 


` 
QUESTION: Writes reader Gary Greene, of Charlotte, 
N. C.: “How can we do a more imaginative job of psy- 
chological warfare with Russia? And what challenge lies 
open to us in this area? I will leave it to the editors to 
select someone to answer this question.” 

Ponderirig the possibilities involved in Mr. Greene’s 
question, we couldn't help thinking of that master of his 
own brand of psychological warfare — Alfred Hitchcock, 
director of the CBS Sunday-night television show, 
“Alfred Hitchcock Presents.” 


ANSWER: As I see it, the editors of THis WEEK are 
suggesting that I transfer my lurid and sinister activities 
from the theater, where I specialize in making audiences 
sit on the edges of their seats, to politics in order to 
unseat a whole government. It’s a large order. And 
yet, there is a cosmic cloak-and-dagger impudence 
about its implications that warms the icicles of my heart. 

1 therefore enthusiastically accept the diplomatic 
assignment of sneaking gremlins into the Kremlin. 1 
believe that a little spine-tingling movie technique could 
work wonders in psychological cold warfare. For it is 
obvious that those who live by terror, like those who 
live by the sword, are most likely to perish by their 
own weapon. 

The Hitchcock Plan for undermining the Soviet 
leaders’ faith in each other would utilize the only kind 
of germ warfare of which the U.S. is capable: planting 
the germs of truth by sowing the seeds of distrust. 

To give the Kremlin the creeps, | would need a few 
trusty minions inside Russia. Here’s how the scene 
would open: ` 


SCHEME NO. 1— The Diabolical Letter: It is dull, 
leaden, wintry dusk in the Russian capital. The grim 
Hammer & Sickle flag atop the Kremlin’s battlements 
hangs limp and motionless as if frozen stiff. A U.S. 
State Department limousine pulls up through the iron 
gates. From it emerges the American Ambassador. He 
has come, ostensibly, for an official appointment with 
Dmitri Shepilov, Russia’s foreign minister. He strides 
briskly down the corridors of the Kremlin, a posse of 
Red foreign-office underlings tagging at his heels. 

The Ambassador seems not to notice that an envelope 
has “accidentally” slipped out of his 
briefcase onto the floor. But after the 
distinguished envoy has disappeared 
down the corridor, an eager-beaver 
flunkey returns to the spot, peers 
around furtively, and examines the 
contents of the envelope. What he 
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reads makes his heart pound furiously. It is a letter 
written in Russian on U.S. Embassy stationery. Obvi- 
ously unintended for prying eyes, it is addressed to none 
other than Mr. Shepilov. It reads as follows: 


“YOUR EXCELLENCY : 

President Eisenhower has requested me to assure you 
and Mr. Khrushchev that your desire for utmost secrecy 
in the U-X-382 matter will be rigorously respected. Also, 
please inform Marshal Zhukov that, as per his request, 
a bank account has been opened at the Chase Manhattan 
Bank in his name. 

The President suggests the second week in May as 
being the most auspicious from every aspect — especially 
the weather. Madame Trotsky has been advised. Will 
maintain contact.” : — UNSIGNED 


Now this letter could just as well have: been dropped 
at the Bolshoi Theater, or along some side street. It 
would have ended in very short order in the hands of the 
Secret Police, or Khrushchev’s rival-partner, Bulganin. 
The evidence would be damning and the urge for a purge 
overwhelming. 

The above is not as silly as it sounds. Recently the 
following incident actually happened in Poland. An 
important American delegation was visiting. 

They soon discovered that their hotel living-room was 
“bugged” — rigged with hidden microphones. Instead 
of shutting up like clams, they invented sabotage 
schemes, discussed non-existent secret weapons, and 
made blatant references to “friendly” Commissars. If 
the Reds insist on eavesdropping their visitors, why not 
give them something to hear and see? 

Before ushering in the next episode in our diplomatic 
drama of suspense, I should like to offer a word of self- 
explanation. As my friends will tell you, I am, despite 
my fondness for midnight screams and skulduggery in 
the shadows, a most mild-mannered man with a strong 
distaste for violence. It is not murder that I wallow in, 
but rather its motives and its ultimate solution. 

I make this declaration because I am on the point of 
enlisting the aid of the atomic bomb. I would recoil in 
absolute horror at the idea of exploding one; but I 
would not hesitate a moment to employ it psychologi- 
cally to complete my emotional encirclement of Russia. 


SCHEME NO. 2— The Mystery Plane: For a long 
time, intelligence reports from behind the Iron Curtain 
have revealed that Russian leaders are afraid of their 
own air force. Why? Because a few airmen are in 
charge of delivering the atomic bomb. Targets in case 
of war are, of course, thousands of miles from the home- 
land. But who is to say that there aren’t in the whole 
Red air force 10, five, three, even one disgruntled, 
ambitious flyer who might suddenly take it into his head 
to pulverize Moscow — or at least threaten to do so? 
My plan requires the use for just half a day of one 
Russian bomber. Early on the appointed morning this 
craft drones over the capital. A few moments later, a 
phone jingles in the Kremlin. The voice on the other 
end of the line says: 
_ “Tovaritch, the plane you hear over Moscow carries 
an atom bomb. We want everybody inside the Kremlin

to get into the buses now rolling into Red Square. If 
you don’t believe we're serious you can take your 
chances and try shooting the plane down. You have five 
minutes to make your move.” 

Now it makes little difference that this plane doesn’t 
even carry a vial of rat poison in its bomb bay. It is 
reasonable to suppose that this 10-cent telephone, call 
would result in a transfer of power in the U.S.S.R. 


SCHEME NO. 3— Whirling Joe: Sometimes the 
scenario for making flesh creep along the Volga would 
take on certain slapstick-comedy overtones. For in- 
stance, my “Stalin Rotation Plan.” For this Pd need 
an accomplice. He must be the janitor, caretaker, or, at 
least, someone on the staff of Lenin’s Mausoleum, where 
the embalmed bodies of Lenin and Stalin lie on per- 
manent exhibition. This janitor and I will drive the 
Politburo to the brink of insanity. 

My accomplice would have a very simple assignment : 
every night, after everyone had gone home and not a 
creature was stirring in the mausoleum, he would turn 
Stalin’s body slightly. Each single night’s movement 
would be almost imperceptible. But slowly the grue- 
some truth would dawn on visitors filing past the sepul- 
chre. Spine-tingling whispers would sweep the country. 
Measurements would have to be taken; “Pravda,” the 
official newspaper, would have to take cognizance of the 
hair-raising facts of after-life: Stalin is angrily turning 
over in his grave. The master of Russia’s fate for two 
decades growls even in death at his blasphemers. 

I say that by the time Whirling Joe had turned over 
on one side, the Politburo would be gibbering — 
brought to bay by a janitor and a corpse. This might 
appear a huge joke in the U.S. But in a land. criss- 
crossed by intrigue, it would be grimly serious. 


SCHEME NO. 4— Vanity Fair: I’d release a whole 
Pandora’s Box full of pesky annoyances to unsettle the 
distaff side. First I would set up powerful radio stations 
in nearby lands. All day long they would hammer 
away at telling Russian women how to keep their hands 
soft, their teeth a-glisten, their breath pure, their hair 
fluffy, their skin dewy, their eyebrows plucked, their 


cheeks rouged, their waistlines waspish, and their finger- 
nails lacquered. Being feminine, the Russian women 
would awaken to instincts which Marxism has tried to 
bury. They would besiege their shops, angrily demand- 
ing eyelash curlers. Finding none, they would have to 
call on the West for their salvation. 


SCHEME NO. 5— Murder by Music: Should all this 
needling fail, I would then unleash the worst of all pos- 
sible ordeals. I would hire a Russian dirigible to sail 
over Moscow all night blasting out records of Elvis 
Presley. If by morning the people of the capital had not 
gone completely mad — and the white flag of surrender 
had not replaced the Hammer & Sickle over the Krem- 
lin — then the Reds have a strength that defies under- 
standing and deserve to be let alone. 


So there you have a few notions, some of which, 
I admit, are facetious. But I am also making a very 
serious point: the Russian leaders see ghosts; they per- 
petually see enemies within their gates. The goal of my 
campaign of suspense would be to make the despots 
drive each other out of the Kremlin. Then we could 
prove to the people of Russia that, from us, they never 
had, and never will have, anything to fear but fear itself.

Wren the original bloom wears off marriage, most 
wives with an eye on the fallen petals rather than the 
enduring roots, are apt to snort, “Romance is dead!”

father bear sits every night,” she told us. “I shouldn’t 
complain, though. He still calls me sweetheart once in 
awhile. Like in ‘Sweetheart, how about fixing me a cup 
of coffee?’ Or ‘Sweetheart, while you're up would you 
mind switching the channel?’ ” 


A Serious Issue 


Other statements were a lot less good-humored but all 
added up to the same thing, to wit: Wives see changes 
from courtship days and they don’t much like what they 
see. They still have a picture in their mind of an 
ardent, flower-bearing, poem-writing young swain and 
they wish he’d come back. Husbands, on the other 
hand, think marriage is different from courtship and 
why not? 

The issue involved is by no means trivial. It has made 
many women dismally unhappy and even caused the 
collapse of countless marriages. In Cleveland, Mrs. 
Byron E. Jackson, director of the Maternal Health 


Association’s consultation service, says, “Our coun- 
selors agree that a great many wives are unhappy be- 
cause ‘romance’ has gone out of their marriages.” 

Mrs. Alice S. Adler, family-life consultant of the 
Family Service Association of America, agreed. She 
told us: “Near the top of the list of anxieties which 
wives express when they bring their troubles to our 
agencies is this: ‘Our marriage has lost its romance!’ ” 

What they fail to understand is the difference between 
romantic love and married love. As the years pass the 
former slowly deepens into the latter, but in the process 
some of the more spectacular trappings are discarded. 
Tenderness and affection remain, of course, but the 
intense rapture has to simmer down. 

Many women, however, mistake this simmering 
down for loss or lessening of love. Actually, marriage 
experts warn, words, gestures and gifts are unreliable 
barometers of a man’s real feelings toward his wife.

A DOCTOR WARNS... 


Don’t 
Be A Hero!

Ignoring danger signs, 


says this expert, is foolish courage 


George was a great believer in the saying “Let George 
do it” — he took on every job in sight. His zeal — pos- 
sibly fired by a consuming ego — was the envy and 
amazement of everyone. So when George began having 
disturbing pains around the lower end of his breastbone, 
he wasn’t going to let the self-diagnosed “indigestion” 
cramp his style. Even when it became difficult to blame 
the pains on a meal, he still felt sure he could lick it. 
More drive, more energy — that’s all he needed. 

Eventually George had the serious heart attack that 
his body had been trying to warn him against. 

He. was lucky, for the attack was not fatal. Now, 
under helpful medical guidance, George has learned to 
adjust his activities to a pace that means, he probably 
will attain his normal life expectancy. A bit to his sur- 
prise, his friends don’t consider him a coward or a 
washed-up derelict. In fact, they admire him even more 
for his matter-of-fact acceptance of the situation and 
the quick adjustment he has made to it. 


The Sergeant’s Collapse 


Then there was the army sergeant, not exactly an old- 
timer but still with quite a few service stripes on his 
sleeve. In the training center, the detail he headed went 
over the obstacle course as part of preparation for ship- 
ment overseas. Naturally, the sergeant came back 
bushed and puffing. But as he collapsed into a chair, he 
noticed sly smiles and winks. Angry with his men and 
himself, and determined to show them he was still their 
“hero,” he jumped up and announced that no obstacle 
course could get him down. 

He went out and repeated the grueling performance 
— almost. When he was about three-quarters of the 
way through it, he collapsed and died. 

There was a mother of four, kept as busy as any 
mother is in such a situation. Her health seemed good, 
but gradually she developed marked tiredness. She 
said nothing about it, for how could her family get 
along without her daily services? Then she began hav- 
ing fleeting attacks of lightheadedness. Often she had 
to drop everything and sit down to avoid fainting. 

Fortunately, despite her self-imposed martyrdom, her 
husband was observant enough to suspect something. 
A visit to the family physician quickly revealed the pres- 
ence of rather severe secondary anemia caused by a 
minor infection. It was not the malignancy or strange 
glandular disorder about which she had been brooding. 
It was readily corrected by medication and better atten- 
tion to a balanced food intake. 

Much of our “Weroism” in ignoring symptoms is as 
pointless as that mother’s. Often we are fleeing from 
something that will dissolve like mist before the sun if 
we face it. And when the symptoms do indicate a seri- 
ous disease, it’s obvious that the “hero” who risks his 
life by ignoring them will eventually be a dead coward 
who was afraid to face up to his health problem.

GOV. LANGLIE likes to carve the turkey himself 


the dishes the Langlies like and she plans the 
dinner. 

“It’s no task,” she said, “because we are an 
old-fashioned family loving the foods tradi- 
tional to the day.” Then she added smiling, 
“We all expect a great deal of the Thanks- 
giving turkey, but we never expect anything 
new.” 

The Langlies can expect a great deal of 
their turkey this year. It’s waiting now in the 
freezer, weighing near 30 pounds. The Gov- 
ernor himself will do the carving. “No leg- 
gings on the bird,” he orders, “and no 
fripperies to get in the way of the knife, to 
spill and get spots on the tablecloth.” He 
wants the bird plain so he can just go at the 
carving and keep the production line moving. 


Pudding, Not Pie 


The maid will pass the vegetables and the 
boats of giblet-gravy, the giblets cut fine as 
Mrs. Langlie likes them. There will be two 
kinds of potatoes, a snowy butter-rilled 
mountain of the mashed and a bowl of 
golden glazed sweets. Green beans on the 
menu from the backyard garden by way of 


- the freezer. Mrs. Langlie has been growing 


vegetables since World War II. 
There are always two kinds of cranberry 
relish — the whole-berry sauce and a raw- 


` berry mixture ground with fresh orange and 


sweetened with honey. Always a hot bread 
— usually popovers, the Governor’s favorite. 

Comes dessert and the dinner breaks with 
tradition. It’s pudding, not pie, two pud- 
dings, these alternating year by year. One is 
persimmon, the other a Scandinavian dessert 
from Mr. Langlie’s mother. 

Dinner’s first course for the large party is 
passed in the living room, either soup or 
fruit juice. With this out of the way, dinner 
can get off to a good start. First on the 
Thanksgiving menu will be hot apple juice 
mulled with fresh mint. Soup when served in 
the drawing room is to sip from a cup passed 
on a saucer. 

At crowd affairs, the soup or fruit punch is 
dipped from an enormous silver bowl, this a 
part of the silver service housed in the man- 
sion. The set was purchased by the State of 
Washington for a gift to Admiral George 
Dewey and his flagship, the cruiser Olympia, 


-in honor of the battle of Manila Bay in 1898. 


The silver turkey platter is so large that the 


30-pound bird could easily move over to 
make room for a 12-pound hen. 

The Scandinavian. pudding is a pretty 
sight, decorated with whipped cream and 
sprinkled with grated nuts or with small snip- 
pets of preserved ginger, or, if you wish, with 
red and green maraschino cherries. 

Mrs. Langlie has cooked since she was a 
young girl at home in Pittsburgh when she 
and her sister pitched in together to help 
prepare meals for the family of seven. But 
music, not housekeeping, was her planned 
career. It was on a summer trip through the 
West that Miss Evelyn Baker of Pittsburgh 
met the young attorney Arthur B. Langlie of 
Washington. Then came housekeeping in 
earnest. Young attorneys have budgets to 
mind. Even today Mrs. Langlie plans all 
meals and for tea parties bakes this apricot 
bread. Cook’s weekend off, she does the 
cooking assisted by daughter Carrie Ellen, a 
senior at the University of Washington. 
When 26-year-old son Arthur is home and 
it’s family night in the kitchen, he lends a 
hand with the dishwashing.
